We do 
not have either a negative or a positive of reverse W which we know is taken from the 12-W coin and our photos seem to 
be from the 10-W. Perhaps the 12-W coin had such a poor condition reverse that its image was not taken.

Now that I have the image of the RAT counterfeit halfpence my foundation is supposed to own I 
can permit you to use its image and any data you may have about it in anything you write. 
Unfortunately it does not seem to be in nicer condition. I am unable to locate it at this time because 
I plan to combine my three groups of English coined unclassified counterfeit halfpence totaling 
about 300 pieces and perhaps I can find it..My American coined counterfeit halfpence are well 
identified because I worked on them rather carefully. 

If you want to come to St. Louis sometime to see my English coined counterfeits I will try 
to assemble them. Are you able to determine their variety by examination or do you have a 
grouping chart which may enable my curator to do that in advance. 

I believe that Schettno and others also did a lot of writing on the subject and would appreciate the 
citations for my curator to use. .Incidentally the captain of the cruise ship which recently sunk.in 
Italy was Schettino.

There 
are some 10,000 varieties of eft halfpence and there is no reference book available 
at this time. I am slowly writing up Families and a paper on the group of 1773 and 
1774 Boyish George counterfeit halfpence will be coming out in the next CNL. You 
will note previous papers I have written on the Swollen Jowl and the Lanky Letter 
Families. Many other papers are in preparation but your curator would have a huge 
learning curve to get up to speed on these coins. Clem is no longer actively 
collecting these coins but I am an active buyer of his coins, as I work my way 
through the Families.

Dear Ringo Rat Roger: 

I do not think you are doing yourself justice to speculate that any counterfeit British halfpence 
found in America is American produced until you have some evidence that an American mint 
existed somewhere during an appropriate period. This was proven as to the finding of Machins 
Mills operations.. Examples of such counterfeits as have not been found in England might have 
been produced in England or Ireland and sent directly and entirely to America as merchandise and 
not distributed in England. As you know Machins products have been found in England and no one 
has opined that they were of English origin. . 

You asked when Vlack first published his first photographs of Machins coinage. I have such a 
single letter size positive photographic sheet prepared by him and I know one of my coins 
was imaged there and my name or initials mentioned next to it. It would take me awhile to find it 
but I think I can but I do not know if it will have a date or if there are accompanying papers.

Hi Eric, Okay you have alliterated me with the Ringo Rat Roger!! <g> I was trying 
to think of a clever play on words in return, like the Noble Numismatist Newman, but 
it sort of lacks in originality!! In any case, I agree with you concerning the idea that a 
group of coins only found in America COULD have been minted in Britian and 
brought over for exclusive use in America. (I am not adamant, like Byron, in regard 
to the 1785s) Since the Ringo Rats have only been found in America, I certainly 
cannot rule out a British origin, though I still consider the possibility exists that they 
were minted here. Though no specific mint has been identified, we do know many 
illegal counterfeiting operations were in effect in the 1700's. Of course the 1777 date 
of the Ringo Rats in no way indicates that they were actually minted in 1777. I have 
a slight fear that they could have been minted in the 1800s' like the Blacksmiths. It 
would be helpful if we could relate this coin to others via die linkage but such does 
not exist at this time. In regard to any further help, I have attached the image of your 
coin which I used to make the plate images. I am not sure if this will help your 
curator find the coin easier but if he does the weight, diameter and axis data would 
be helpful. 

In regard to the Machin's question, that was actually from Roger SibonL Too many 
Rogers on the blog!! The answer was that Bob Vlack had a set of plates back in 
1964 as his first set. Thank you anyway. 

BTW just to embarass you, I will indicate I bought the silver Rittenhouse medal of 
you as well as the ANS medal!!
